But the Toronto Telegram reports 
that the Federal-department of justice is draft- 
ing a bill which would set an age limit for the 
death penalty, probably 18, perhaps even 21. 
It has been fairly well established that the 
death penalty does not deter others from com- 
7 @ mitting murder. What it does do is to prevent 
a’ thurderer from repeating his crime, after he 
* has been paroled following a lengthy portion of 
his “‘life sentence.” For that reason, we favor 
retaining it. We hgve more sympathy for the 
mitirdered than for the murderer... 

But there is no reason why, in a civilized 
community, the murderer should not be put to 
death in as humane a way as possible. © There 
is more than ample evidence that hanging, in 
many instances, means that death is’ preceded 
by torture. Yet, while the justice department 
is worried about 14-year-old boys being given 

_@eath sentences which will-never be carried out, 
it does not propose, according to the Telegram, 
to change the method of execution: 

This makes ridiculous any contention that 
rational humanitarian impulses are prompting 
the proposed change in the law.

My colleagues, and even in- 
terested’ passers-by, have come 
up with some sure-fire remed- 
fes for combatting this cold, 
and I want to thank them all 
for their sage advice. 

In the first place, I have 
learned, you must always tak: 
to bed with a cold, and stay 
there until the buz de@ides to 
go elsewhere, and play. That's 
the only way to beat the game. 

On the other hand, you must 
never suctumd to the tempta- 
tion to ‘fake to bsd. Phe only 
way to, throw cff-a cold Is to 
keep of \your feet and send it 
packing by a manly exhibition 
of vigor.

In: the first place, 
there is grave doubt whether President Kennedy 
was completely accurate when he said that the 
U.S. is ahead in the science and technology of 
space, while the Soviet Union is ahead in the 
capacity to lift large vehicles into orbit. With 
regard to the Russian sphere of superiority, there 

* can be no question.” The edge has been proven 
by performance, and the fact that the Russians 
may have had many unreported failures does 
“not alter the situation at all. Kennedy’s claim 
for superiority in technology, though, does not 
appear to hold water in at least one realm, that 

‘of. guidance systems... Instead, quite the re- 

verse appears to be true. The accuracy with 
which the Russians hit the moon, at a predes- 
ignated spot, was held at the time to be abund- 
ant proof that Russian guidance systems were 
“more sophisticated” than those used by the 
US. 

| The ability to lift, and to guide accurately, 
@ space probe is, however, only part of the 
problem.” Such a probe would be useless if it 
could not relay information back to the earth 
This is the realm in which the U.S. appears to 
have an edge and in a peaceful world the co- 

ion Kennedy proposes would be the logical 

roach. For Russia, though, this would be 
unt to admitting that the capitalistic 
system could produce a better product than the 
Communist system. The only thing likely to 
bring an acceptance of Kennedy's offer in this 
sphere would be a conviction that the U.S. pos- 
sessed rockets and guidance systems as good as 
the Russians. There has been little evidence 

’ that such is the case. 

i. For the Russians to co-operate while enjoy- 
ing a distinct superiority in‘the power of rockets 
and their accurate guidance would almost cer- 
tainly involve revealing th@ secrets of this power 
and accuracy to the U.S, In turn, of course, 

* the Russians could expect to obtain U.S. secrets 
“in the science and technology of space.” But, 
for the moment anyway, it is the power and 
accuracy of rockets, rather than the science of 
space, which can be put to military\use. To 
accept Kennedy’s proposal would involve trading 
military secrets for secrets at present of no mili- 
‘tary value. Is it reasonable to suppose the 

issians will do this? Would the U.S. do this 
if the positions were reversed? The answers are

Cancer is taking an increasingly heavy toll 
of lives in Canada, and indeed, in many other 
countries: where advanced medical techniques 
have reduced the incidence of deaths front other 
: For this reason alone, the twenty-fourth 
’ annual statistical report on cancer in Ontario 








will be of interest to many. 4 
We are’ iware that there are inherent 
dangers in a laymin attempting to interpret the 


meaning of the statistical tables, even with the 

help of some four pages of-text preceding them. 

Nevertheless, with the reservation that nothing 
- we say should be‘taken as an authoritative 
fromthe report and suggest 
able, significances. 
as Whereas in 1934, cancer accounted for 10.5 
f per cent of the deaths amongst males and 13.5 
-per. cent of the deaths:amongst females in this 
province, in 1958 the toll was 15 per cent of the 
deaths among males and 17.7 per cent of the 
deaths among females. . This, though, tells only 
part of the story. Population aging has to be 
taken into consideration and,. the report says, 
when this is done “‘it seems likely that there has 
been a true increase in recorded cancer mortality 


possiblé, or prob- 


the differences be due to changes in diagnosis or 
death certification, to incidence, environment or 
treatment.” 

( Later in the report it is noted that: “Since 
1953 .... steady year-to-year increases have been 
noted in the proportion of deaths (of people with 
cancer) ascribed to some cause other than cancer 


in mind, it is interesting to note that the num- 
ber of death per 100,000 males of all ages has 
risen from 109 in 1934 to 143 in 1958, while after 
an adjustment for age based on the 1941 census 
the increase was from 123 per 100,000 to 143. 
For females, the crude, or unadjusted, rate rose 
from_127 per 100,000 to 128 (but touched a high 
: 48 in 1948), while the adjusted rate declined, 
_ . from 137 in 1934 to 126 in 1958. 
should be drawn from a table showing new cases 
treated and deaths from cancer by counties. 
Aside from York County (Toronto), Wentworth 
‘Gamilton), Essex (Windsor), Carleton (Ottawa) 
and Middlesex (London), Hastings was second 
only to Frontenac in the number of new cases, 
143. _ But the number of deaths in Hastings, 
112, was exceeded by the number of deaths in 
Several other counties. The three counties with 
the highest ratio of new cases to deaths, (or to 
put it another way, the lowest ratio of deaths to 
new cases), were all in this area, Frontenac, 
Lennox and Addington and Hastings, in that 
order. Whether this should be regarded as en- 
couraging, indicating a high ratio of success in 
treatment, or whether it should be considered as 
indicating an fpward trend in new cancer cases 
in this district we do not know.

~ prevalent theory that smoking is a cause of many 
lung cancers, but today smoking is almost as 
prevalent amongst women as amongst men.

In other words 42 per cent of the blood 
required to treat patients in our hospital came 
from ‘donors elsewhere. If all Ontario centres 

- did no better than Belleville, only six out of every 
ten Ontario patients who needed life-giving blood 
would be able to receive it. 

About the only encouraging one can 
say about last year’s record is that it was better 
than in 1959. . That year/bottles of blood do- 
nated numbered 866, while 1,800 bottles of blood 
were used at the hospital, meaning that $2’ per 
cent of our needs were supplied by others.

It Is true that the steel rods 
in relnforced concrete” may 
rust, causing the concrete cov- 
ering them to shatter and des- 
troy a structure in a very short 
time.

Now, however, there is 
the spectre of the mother who only sees her 
children between meetings of the various com- 
munity groups to which she belongs. . There is

a juvenile courtroom in Detroit where a man 
- accredited as the civic leader of his community,

The 
boy was in court on some 37 charges of breaking 
and entry.. The most shocking part of the 
Picture as it was revealed.was that the boy was 
the only honest member of the family. 
A aol admitted his acts, which had not involved 
’ His parents, however, refused to admit 
them and would not even accept their son’s 
admission of. guilt. The father threatened a 
shake-up of the police force and suggested that 
the entire incident was a frame-up planned by 
his political opponents. The mother insisted, 
in.a state bordering on hysteria, that the whole 
thing was planned to discredit her socially 
~ Neither appeared to be too interested in the fact 
that their son was faced with a very real problem. 
A closely knit and tippy family unit cannot 
be achieved through too much outside activity. 
Not that some activity outside of the family is 
not a good thing, but it should never be allowed 
to interfere with the first responsibility of any 


member of a family: That is one’s,duty to the. 


other members of the family; to that ‘not 
only are. they provided for physically, but spir- 
- itually and mentally as well. We cannot hope 
for better things for mankind and for peace in 
Qhis wprid of ours if there is not love, co-oper- 
ation and understanding at-the family level. 
We have often observed that it is not the 
wealthy or socially prominent family which is 
the happiest group’ of viduals. The happiest 
life for the individual appears to exist within 
.* the closely-knit ‘family, which accepts the duties 
and responsibilities each» member owes the 
others, regardless of the family’s economic con- 
dition or social position.

or thelr families required it. 
. I belleve that Mr. Lodur Is 
in error with respect to the 
charges made b; the hospital 
as mentioned in his letter. 
There is absolutely no charge 
for blood at hospitals in On- 
tario since 1960. The hospitals, 
however, under an agreement 
v.th our d Cross - Blood 
Donor Service, are allowed to 
charge the patient a service 
charge for the actual trans- 
fision. In the Belleville Gen- 
eral» Hospital the charge is 
$5.00 per bottle -but.it is pad 
by .2e Ontario Hospital Sec- 
vice Commissio . for approxi- 
mately 94% of all the citizeus 
of the province who are cover- 
ed by this insurance plan. 

We are pleased to report 
that several of the doctors, 
nurses and staff of the Belie- 
ville General Hospital are reg-

Under the old “method of 
securing. blood, the patient 
either ‘had to pay up to $25 
per bottle for the blood or 
have it-replaced on a two-for- 
one basis.

| Lumumba - - Weak But Right 
i Patrice Lumumba is dead. That, and little 
else, seems certain. 
He will not’ be widely mourned—but he 
deserved a better fate. 
Of all the claimants to power in the Congo, 
* only Lumumba had the right goal, a united na- 
tion of 13,000,000 people, instead of a collection 
of tribal arenas, ‘refusing to aasist each other, 
each going its-own way. : 
Lumuigba’s_ tragedy ‘was that he was not 
fitted for his task—by training or by tempera- 
ment. He had only a rudimentary education 
and not sufficient native intelligence to under- 
stand that, no matter how good he might think 
his reasons for hatred of the Belgians to be, 
some measure of co-operation with them was 
essential if the first, har& days of independence 
were to be passed smoothly. 
When; immediately after the Belgians cut 
: the Congo loose, the Congolese Army mutinied 
’ and ‘was guilty of many atrocities, Lumumba 
could not find it in his heart to cry out against 
this savagery. He called in the United Nations, 
but was nfore concerned about ousting the re- 
maining Belgians from the country than he was 
about establishing rule by law. Given a differ- 
ent attitude, he might have persuaded the UN 
to undertake a realistic policing of the strife-torn 
nation—and if he had done that he would not 
later haye seen UN forces look idly on while he 
was mercilessly beaten at a Katanga airport 
The beating may well have been just the pre- 
liminary to his.murder—there 1s grave reason 
to doubt the tale of his escape from jail, with 
its unlikely description of him and two com- 
pan‘ons overpowering thelr guards by.-wielding 
chunks of firewood. 

It became fashlonable to deplore Lumumba 
and all his works—and indeed there was scant

to keep his pension rights when he leaves a job, 
*. Recently so-called ‘portable pensions have - 
become the subject of considerable interest. 
‘The Ontario Government appointed a shag 

ito study such a proposal and, rather surprising- 
ily, the committee has presented a preliminary 
ireport favoring such a system. ‘We say “rather 
surprisingly” because there are obviously power- 
ful interests which will be adversely affected. 

In some instances a by-product of pension - 
hplans has been a reduction in labor turnover, 
Because employees leaving a firm's employ after 
& comparatively short period in a pension plan 
fgenerally receive back only their own contribu- , 
tions, it has been possible for companies to 
ireduce the cost of such pension plans to them, 
For, in the.alternative, to provide higher pensions 
than would otherwise be possible. 

We do not know. whether the latter alterna- 
tive has, in fact, been utilized, as it would make 
it almost impossible to tell an employee the 
exact amount of the pension he would receive. 
It is still theoretically possible, though, and a 
similar situation, small payments to those who 
abandon an investment plan, has been used by 
& top-ranking investment firm to guarantee to 
those completing the plan a much higher return 
than- would otherwise be possible. Then, too, 
there“ isthe affect ‘which. portable. pensions 
would have on plans operated through the great 
unions.\" ‘These plans have’ made. the unions 
amongst the biggest capitalists in the U.S. It 
is difficult: to see, however, how any portable 
pension plan Could be operated if the adminis- 
tration of pension funds were left in the hands 
of the unions, or of joint union-management 
committees. ° ;

This process they have been using to the 
utmost, as is swiftly perceivable by any who 
would care to examine the past actions of the 


Russians with a psychology primer at hand. 


One minute they are’affable and talking in rosy 
terms of peaceful co-existence. The next week 
they will break up a summit conference or pound 
a shoe, ona United Nations desk and thréaten 
atomic war. But there has always been the one 
purpose behind all of these actions. The Rus- 
sians ‘believe they are destined to rule the world 
and to make other countries and ptoples bend 
to their will, if hot. through physical force then 
through psychology. 

_ It is our inherent weakness that we believe 


_in the basic goodness of the individual human 


being. Oddly enough. this is also the bulwark 
of our way of government. We must, however, 
realize that there are renegades who. would 
abuse and corrupt this belief. Just as we have 
thugs, and murderers within our own society 
so are the same breed to be encountered on the’ 
international scene in the set of some nations. 
‘She free world has been duped many times 
in the past. When one looks back over just 
the past few decades it is a source of wonderment 
to view, opr relationships with Hitler, Mussolini 
and before they actually entered the field 
with .their military forces to plunder and 
slaughter. 
we cannot be so blind as to fail to 
see that the eventual Russian purpose of 1961 
is no different than that of Hitler in 1988 or 
Mussolini in the same year or of Stalin in 1945 
when the initial Japanese peace feelers. were 
kept secret by the Russians so-that they would 
have-time to invade and take over Manchuria 
and other adjacent territory. — 
Stalin has passed on and the tenor ofpRus- 
sian ways may have changed but their. purpose 
has not. They are still out to conquer the 
world, to make the Soviet supreme in influence 
around the globe. To do this they are making 
vigorous use of every means within their com- 
mand to gain an advantage or to gain more 
time. . Determined théy are to achieve their 
ends and the promotion ‘of confusion in the 
camps of the free world as to this purpose is 
to their great advantage. _ 
Their. psychofdgical warfare is achieving 
some success. It was not too long ago that 
one prominent Canadian suggested that it would 


be far better to live under Communism to. 


suffer a nuclear war.< What music this must 
have been to Russian ears. It goes to show that 
out of the confusion they have been creating 
with offers of peaceful co-existence, interspersed 
with threats of atomic reprisal and rocket- 
rattling, they are beginning to break down a few 
minds in the western world without even co 
near them physically. . 
This situation we must meet head on and 
opposed with neither qualm nor quaking. Let 
us n0 w our reflexes to be conditioned to 
the’ stimuli. “Let us firmly resolve 
that to maintain our freedom we must be strong; 
strong as individuals, strong as families, strong 
as a nation, and strong as a way of life. Let 


“us resalve to ignore the vacillations of the 


Aaa ote to build ourselves, our neighbors 
the other free but troubled nations of the 
world into a harmonious community entirely 
undependent upon the din and dares of the 
Soviets. ¥ 

- Our way of life is right and the ways, 
means and ends of the Russians are wrong. The 
individual was never meant -to be the property 
of any state or government, but this the Com- 
munists do not believe.

Sleep Still 
A Mystery 


BBC Londen Letter 


“For thousands of years peo- 
ple have speculated about 
sleep,” said Dr, Anne Dally ir. 
a recent BBC broadcast. “Poets 
have exalted it. Philosphers 
have discoursed on it and in 
recent years scientists have 
studied it, But we still don't 
even know what it fs." In their 
attempts to find out, scientists 
were now concentrating on a 
study of the walking mechan- 
isms of the brain, but for the 
average—person the problem 
still was how to get enough 
sleep. Insomnia was one of the 
commonest troubles of today, 

Dr Dally, who is a general 
practioner and mother of five 
children, went on to say that 
the commonest cause of in- 
somnia was the attempt to get 
more sleep than the Individ- 
ual really needed. The old idea 
that every adult ceeded seven 
or eight hours sleep in tho 
twenty-four was based on an 
average figure; some people 
needed. rather more, others 
less. The so-called -effects of 
lack of sleep were often th? 
effects of worrying over not 
sleeping. She had had com- 
plaints of insomnia from pat- 
jents who spent ten‘hours or 
more In bed, and \very few 
people could sleep for as long 
as that. Once a sufferer ac- 
cepted the fact that he, or she, 
might need very little sleep, 
the insomnia was cured and he 
feJt better.” Sleeping pills if 
taken regularly over a long 
perlod could often cause the 
very symptons that the patlent 
attributed to insomnia: some 
patients became addicted to 
thelr sleeping pills, and even 
had to have pep pills during 
the day to prevent,drowsiness. 

Genuine Insomnia was al- 
ways caused by some other 
trouble Dr. Dally said, for ex- 
ample, physical pain, bad 
sleeping conditions, or psycho- 
logica) upsets. Sleeping pills 
gave most help to people suf- 
fering from accute anxiety .or 
excitement, shock or bereave 
ment. Chronic anxiety and 
depression were psychological 
illnesses. In general, she thou- 
ghithat if children or adults 
slevt badly it wag because they 
had got into bad habits. or led 
unhealthy ilves, She recomm- 
ended a brisk walk before so- 
ing to héd, andpossibly a hot 
drink, “for fresh alr and exer- 
clse are fhe best possible bring- 
ers of good sleeo and most of 
us. get fay too little of them.”

They slaughtered their live- 
stock. From a third to half of 
the cattle, horses, oigs, sheep 
and goats were killed. They 
stole grain, they soldiered on 
the job, they sabotaged mach- 


ines. 

Stalin sent in troops and 
party workers, The peasants 
were coerced with firing squids 
and machine guns. 

At least five million souls 
perished in the ensuing famine, 
according to a conservative 
estimate. 

Tt was not all Stalin's fault, 
as todays China trouble is
